SCHEME THAT FAILED 


THE annexation of Czechoslov akia ap­ 
pears to b e one Russian aim. If effected, 
the Sov iets m ay b e entitled to the credit of 
ha v ine b rought it ab out, b ut not of hav ing 
originated the idea. A history student has 
b een 
through the papers in the Rus­ 
sian F oreign Office, which were pub lished 
b y 
Bi - uev iks-soon after World War I, 
b ut in such rn .-s.tha-i historians are ev en 
vo w ma sin, new discov eries in them. This 
student finds that during World War I the 
tsarist gov ernment was trying to set up a 
Czech satellite state. 


i ne Russian agent then inv olv ed was Dr. 
Joseph Durich, a Czech member of t h e 
Austrian Parliament. He f o r e s a w the 
b reak-up of Austria under the impact of 
the war. When that happened, he hoped to 
set up a Czech kingdom, with the tsar as 
king, and possib ly a v iceroy who would liv e 
in Prague. For his work Durich receiv ed 
32,000 rub les a year from Russia. 


Durich*s plan nev er had much Czech sup­ 
port. I? was strongly opposed 
by the na­ 
tional leader Thomas Masary k, later pres­ 
ident of Czechoslov akia. Ea rly in 1917 Dur­ 
ich was expelled from the Paris National 
Council of the Czechs, and his s c h e m e 
lapsed with his fall. 
But what has failed once m a y be tried 
again, sometimes more successfully . This 
appears to b e the Russian idea just now’. 


CHANGING HAZARDS 
THE first aid room in a m odern shop or 
industrial plant is b eginning to b e more a 
treatm ent room for sudden illness than an 
emergency station for accident v ict i rn s. 
This is not a sign that people are b ecoming 
m ore sickly, b ut that industrial accidents 
el Kinds which used to b e common are b e­ 
coming rare. 
The reduction of accident rates has b een 
going on for some time, as a comb ined re­ 
sult of b etter protection for machines and 
other mechanical and physical haza 
r d s, 
special training in safety precautions, the 
shortening of the work day and other fac­ 
tors increasing the alertness of the worker, 
and b etter job classification with respect to 
physical and mental ab ilities of the indiv id­ 
ual. Now medical people specializing in the 
industrial field tell of instances of 
p r o* 
nounced shift from cases arising from a c ­ 
cidents to ’hose of the effects of chronic 
ailments, such as diab etic and heart con­ 
ditions. 
I he progress made in prev enting acci­ 
dents at work is highly gratifying. And if 
accident treatm ent b ecomes a minor part 
of the work of industrial medical centers, 
the} m ay b ecome v ery useful in deal i n g 
with prob lems of illness. 


Is it possible that y ou are a s w ea ry of 
Communism, Communists, reds, red-bait- 
ers, spies, saboteurs. F a s c i s t s , anti- 
Fa scists a s I am? Does any one l i k e to 
write about such? Does any one like to read 
about them? 


But Hie fact is that we do fa ce this force 
that ha s a lrea dy swept throug h half of Eur­ 
ope and openly cha lleng es our ex istence. 
As we fa ce it., we must know it. We need to 
know what they think and sa y , and ev en 
more, what they believ e. 
The other day I wa s speaking t o s o m e 
people and the question w'as a sked wheth­ 
er, if the present rulers of Russia were to 
be remov ed, the people would not rise up 
and repudiate their wa y of life. 
I answered: ‘It is now 31 y ea rs since the 
Bolshev iks took control of Russia. T h a t 
m ea ns that any one y oung er than 50 y ea rs 
of a g e hardly knew any other wa y of life. 
Any one under 40 y ea rs of a g e has b e e n 
reared only in their ideas. Those who ha v e 
g one throug h any kind of school and c o l ­ 
a g e ha v e been educated to believ e t h a t 
their theories are rig ht. They control edu­ 
cation, 
newspa pers, r a d i o , 
churches, 
books, ma g a zines so ex clusiv ely that noth­ 
ing that does not support them ev er enters 
the country . Older people who ha v e dared 
speak or write other ideas ha v e either been 
killed or reduced to sla v ery in Siberia. 
Therefore, there is little hope of opposi­ 
tion to Stalinism inside Russia. There is 
some hope on the periphery , in such coun­ 
tries a s Latv ia, Lithuania and ev en P o 1- 
and. There is perhaps some hope in t h e 
Ukraine. But were we to conquer all of Rus­ 
sia, we should encounter a p e o p l e who 
hav e heard of us only as monsters. T h e y 
would fear us. misunderstand us; 
they 
would probably hate us. 
Yet there are America ns who ha v e no 
understanding that since 1917 these people 
hav e had but one ideal, the conquest of all 
the world, including the United Sta tes, for 
the world rev olution in their pattern which 
they believ e to be right. 
Let me cite an example: Aaron Lewittes, 
of Malv erne, Long Island, N. Y., is a la w­ 
y er, a g raduate of the C o I u rn b i a Law 
School. Testify ing before a eong ressio n a I 
committee, he said: 
Senator Ferg uson 
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It s no use cry ing for a new dress— he just cries, too!'

Insofar as Com­ 
munists represent foreign gov ernments or 
are agents of a foreign gov ernment or a 
foreign principal and do not disclose that, 
there is adequate legislation cov ering that. 
“ Howev er, insofar as Communists adv o­ 
cating Comm unism b y peaceful expression 
of v iews, I think it is unconstitutional to 
prev ent that.

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SCHEME THAT FAILED 


THE annexation of Czechoslovakia ap­ 
pears to be one Russian aim. If effected, 
the Soviets may be entitled to the credit of 
bavin, brou bt it about, but not of having 
on. mated the idea. A historv student has 
been 
through the papers in the Rus­ 
sia!! h it; ;n Office, which were published 
by tin B< ' icviks-'Sfton after World War I, 
but in such ma s t&M historians are even 
now m, 
1 
new discoveries in them. This 
student finds that during World War I the 
tsarist . overnment was trying to set up a 
Czech satellite state. 
The Russian agent then involved was Dr. 
Joseph Du rich, a Czech member of t h e 
Austrian Parliament. He f o r e s a w the 
breoK-up of Austria under the impact of 
t e war. When that happened, he hoped to 
set i p a Czech kingdom, with the tsar as 
king, and possibly a viceroy who would live 
in Prague. For his work Durich received 
12,000 rubles a year from Russia. 


Durich s plan never had much Czech sup­ 
port. It was strongly opposed by the na­ 
tional leader Thomas Masaryk, later pres­ 
ident of Czechoslovakia. Early in 1917 Dur­ 
ich was expelled from the Paris National 
Council of the Czechs, and his s c h e m e 
lapsed with his fall. 
But what has failed once m ay be tried 
again, sometimes more successfully. This 
appears to be the Russian idea just now.

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Is it possible that you are as w eary of 
Communism. Communists, reds, red-bait- 
ers, spies, saboteurs, F a s c i s t s , anti- 
F ascists as I am? Does anyone l i k e to 
write about such? Does anyone like to read 
about them? 


But the fact is that we do face this force 
that has already swept through half of Eur­ 
ope and openly challenges our existence. 
As we face it, we must know it. We need to 
know what they think and say, and even 
more, what they believe. 
The other day I was speaking to s o rn e 
people and the question was asked wheth­ 
er, if the present rulers of Russia were to 
be removed, the people would not rise up 
and repudiate their way of life. 
I answered: ‘It is now 31 years since the 
Bolsheviks took control of Russia. T h a t 
means that anyone younger than 50 years 
of age hardly knew any other way of life. 
Anyone under 40 years of age has b e e n 
reared only in their ideas. Those who have 
gone through any kind of school and c o l ­ 
lege have been educated to believe t h a t 
their theories are right. They control edu­ 
cation, 
newspapers, 
r a d i o , 
churches, 
books, magazines so exclusively that noth­ 
ing that does not support them ever enters 
the country. Older people who have dared 
speak or w'rite other ideas have either been 
killed or reduced to slavery in Siberia. 
Therefore, there is little hope of opposi­ 
tion to Stalinism inside Russia. There is 
some hope on the periphery, in such coun­ 
tries as Latvia, Lithuania and even P o l ­ 
and. There is perhaps som e hope in t h e 
Ukraine, But were we to conquer all of Rus­ 
sia, we should encounter a p e o p l e who 
have heard of us only as monsters. T h e y 
would fear us, misunderstand us: 
they 
would probably hate us. 
Yet there are Americans who have no 
understanding that since 1917 these people 
have had but one ideal, the conquest of all 
the world, including the United States, for 
the world revolution in their pattern which 
they believe to be right. 
Let me cite an example: Aaron Lewittes, 
of Malverne, Long Island, N. Y .t is a law ­ 
yer, a graduate of the C o l u m b i a Law 
School. Testifying before a congressio n a I 
committee, he said: 
Senator Ferguson: What is a Commun­ 
ist in America? For what do they stand? 
Lewittes: I am afraid I am not up on 
Communism. 
Ferguson: You do not know. Then w h y 
do you say we do not need a law 0 You say j 
you do not know what Commu n i s rn is. 
Then why do you say we do not need a 
law to cope with it in A m erica0 
Lewittes: I see no clear and present dan­ 
ger from any groups which h a v e been \ 
labeled Communists," 
After considerable fencing, Lewittes fi-: 
nally said: 
“ I do not believe there is any legal way j 
to combat the peaceful expression of views, j 
Insofar as Communists advocate the use of [ 
force* I believe there are already laws on 
the statute books which adequately cover | 
that. Insofar as Communists would make 
use of sabotage, I believe there are ade­ 
quate laws to cover that. Insofar as Com­ 
munists represent foreign governments or 
are agents of a foreign government or a

the soil for nex t season with the 
ex pectation of g rowing big g er 
And better v eg etables. 
If co v er crops are not to be 
panted, then heav y soils are best 
du g and left rou g h until planting 
time nex t spring . 
A method of 
increasing frost 
action on soil is illu strated in the 
Accompany ing 
Garden - G r a ph . 
This is called ridg ing . It permits 
g reater frost action on the ex ­ 
posed so il ov er winter and spring 
therefore finds it more loose and 
friable. 
In 
the small 
g arden, 
ridg ing do es away with the need 
* fall plowing . 
^The so il, after b e i n g dug , 
sho uld be left in parallel ridg es, 
as illustrated, so that as larg e a 
Aurface area as po ssible la ex ­ 
po sed to the actio n o f fro st, sno w 
and rain. 
Ridg ing also help* to bring to 
the surface many g ru bs, as il­ 
lu strated, which are then killed 


by freezing or are eaten by the 
birds. 
It takes some time for the ef­ 
fect of fertilizers to be absorbed 
by the soil, especially lf org anic 
ones are u sed, su ch ae manu res. 
Apply su ch fertilizers, therefore, 
in fall or early winter. 
If the Freedom g arden soil 
prov ed trou blesome this y ear be­ 
cau se it was a heav y , clay ty pe, 
the chances are it has become 
water-log g ed and will nev er g iv e 
adequ ate g arden resu lts u ntil it 
has been properly drained.

Act N o w — Better Vegetables Next Year 


By DEAN HALLI DAY 
Distributed b f Central Presa Association 
THIS ta the time to Improve 
Dr- aoli for next season with th* 
expectation of growing bigger 
and better vegetables, 
If cover crops are not to be 
panted, then heavy soils are best 
dug and left rough until planting 
time next spring. 
A method of increasing frost 
action on soil la illustrated In the 
accompanying 
Garden - G r a p h. 
This is called ridging 
It permits 
greater frost action on the ex­ 
posed aoli over winter and spring 
therefore finds it more loose and 
friable. 
In 
the small 
garden, 
ridging does away with the need 
fall plowing. 
^The soli, after b e i n g dug, 
should be left in parallel ridges, 
illustrated, so that as large a 
surface srea as possible ta ex­ 
posed to the action of frost, snow 
and rain. 
Ridging also helps to bring to 
the surface many grubs, as il­ 
lustrated. which are then killed 


by freeing or are eaten by the 
birds. 
It takes some time for the ef­ 
fect of fertilizers to be absorbed 
by the soil, especially lf organic 
ones are used, such ae manures 
Apply such fertilizers, therefore, 
in fall or early winter.

the chances are It has become 
water-logged and wiU never give 
adequate garden results until it 
has been properly drained.

drainage calls for the digging of 
trenches and then filling them in 
with nibble which will permit the 
water 
to run off.

So we look back in our Bible 
to the history of the Jewish na­ 
tion of nearly three thousand 
y ears ag o, to see how thing s were 
with those ancients and g et some 
idea of their way of life, and the 
g ov ernment 
under Which 
they 
liv ed. 
The period which is assig ned for 
today ’s lesson is of Israel rn its 
g olden era. when after the re­ 
g imes of King s Saul and Dav id. 
Solomon, son of Dav id and Bath- 
sheba. came to the throne. 
“ And Solomon ruled ov er all 
the king doms from the riv er Eu­ 
phrates unto the land of the Phil­ 
istines, and unto the border of 
Eg y pt; they broug ht tribute, and 
serv ed Solomon all the day s of 
his life.’’ 
We are g iv en an astounding 
account of the prov isions needed 
for ev en one day in the life at 
Solomon s court, of his riches in 
horses, sheep and other liv estock, 
and we read that “ he (the king ! 
had peace on all sides round about 
him. And Judah and Israel dwelt 
safely , ev ery man under his v ine 
and under his fig tree, irom Dan 
ev en to Beersheba all the day s of 
Solomon.’* 
Besides the riches of the earth, 
God had g iv en Solomon “ wisdom 
and understanding e x c e e d i n g 
much, and 
larg eness of heart, 
ev en as the sand that is qn the 
sea shore.” And his wisdom and 
his wealth were known to the 
ends of the then known earth. 
The story of Solomon's Judg ­ 
ment concerning the two women 
who each claimed a baby as her 
own is well known, but alway s 
Interesting . Two women had each 
g iv en birth to a man child on the 
same day and in the same house. 
At midnig ht one woman’s babe 
died, and when the other arose 
to feed her baby nex t morning , 
she found a dead child in her 
arms, and it was not hers. She 


Scrip ture—I King s 4:21-11:13. 
claimed the mother of the dead 
child had taken her liv ing babe, 
and put the dead infant into her 
arms, say ing it was hers. 
The tw’o took the ba by 'and 
their dispute to Solomon and told 
their stories, each claiming the 
liv ing infant. 
Solomon listened, 
then sent for a sw’ord, and when 
it was broug ht, he said, “ Div ide 
the liv ing child in two, and g iv e 
half to the one, and half to the 
other.” 
Then the real mother of the 
child told the king to g iv e it to 
her riv al. She would rather sec 
it aliv e and well ev en if she had 
to g iv e it up. than to hav e it 
slain. The other woman, how’ev er, 
said, ‘Let it be neither mine nor 
thine, but div ide i t ” 
“ She is the mother; g iv e her 
the child,” Solomon said of the 
real mother, and all Israel heard 
the king s judg ment and “ feared 
the king .” 
The building , of the g reat tem­ 
ple in 
Jerusalem, which Dav id 
was not permitted to build, was 
a work of sev en y ears. Hiram, 
king of Ty re, who had lov ed King 
Dav id, helped with men and ma­ 
terials, and at last the g org eous, 
costly temple w-as finished. The 
description of Its building and the 
materials used makes most inter­ 
esting reading . 
At the last the 
Ark of the 
Cov enant was broug ht in by the 
priests and carried into th* holy 
place, and the g lory of God cre­ 
ated a cloud in the temple so 
dense that the priests could not 
see to minister. 
Then Solomon 
dedicated 
the 
building 
to 
the 
Lord God with a most beautiful 
pray er. 
History tells us also of the v isit 
to Solomon of the Queen of Sheba 
—whose name w'e do not know— 
to v erify the thing s she had heard 
about Solomon, 
his 
power 
and 
wisdom. 
She w-ent back to her 
own country conv inced that all 
was true. 
With all his wisdom, Solomon 
was not a perfect man. He mar­ 
ried many women from strang e 
lands, and 
they led him to a 
knowledg e of their heathen g ods 
and induced him to build hig h 
places for these g ods. 
So the 
Lord came to him and told him 
that as a punishment the king ­ 
dom would be div ided—but not 
until after his death, for the sake 
of his father, Dav id.

The story of Solomon’s judg­ 
ment concerning the two women 
who each claimed a baby as her 
own is well known, but always 
interesting. Two women had each 
given birth to a man child on the 
same day and in the same house. 
At midnight one woman’s babe 
died. and when the other arose 
to fe**d her baby next morning, 
she found a dead child in her 
arms, and it was not hers. She 


claimed the mother of the dead 
child had taken her living babe, 
and put the dead infant into her 
arms, saying it was hers. 
The two took the baby'and 
their dispute to Solomon and told 
their stones, each claiming the 
living infant. 
Solomon listened, 
then sent for a sword, and w’hen 
it was brought, he said. “Divide 
the living child in two, and give 
half to the one, and half to the 
other.” 
Then the real mother of the 
child told the king to give it to 
her rival. She would rather see 
it alive and well even if she had 
to give it up, than to have it 
slam. The other woman, however, 
said, 'Let it be neither mine nor 
thine, but divide it.” 
“She is the mother; give her 
the child,” Solomon said of the 
real mother, and all Israel heard 
the king * judgment and “feared 
the king.” 
The building, of the great tem­ 
ple in Jerusalem, w'hich David 
was not permitted to build, w'as 
a work of seven years. Hiram, 
king of Tyre, who had loved King 
David, helped with men and ma­ 
terials, and at last the gorgeous, 
costly temple was finished. The 
description of its building and the 
materials used makes most inter­ 
esting reading. 
At the last the Ark of the 
Covenant was brought in by the 
priests and carried into the holy 
place, and the glory of God cre­ 
ated a cloud in the temple so 
dense that the priests could not 
see to minister. Then Solomon 
dedicated 
the 
building to the 
Lord God with a most beautiful 
prayer. 
History tells us also of the visit 
to Solomon of the Queen of Sheba 
—whose name we do not know— 
to verify the things she had heard 
about Solomon, his power and 
wisdom. She w'ent back to her 
own country convinced that ail 
was true. 
With all his wisdom, Solomon 
was not a perfect man. He mar­ 
ried many women from strange 
lands, and they led him to a 
knowledge of their heathen gods 
and induced him to build high 
places for these gods. 
So the 
Lord came to him and told him 
that as a punishment the king­ 
dom would be divided—but not 
until after his death, for the sake 
of his father, David.
